Crime increased 164 per cent 
in Adams County during the last 
year. 
according to the return 
made by the clerk of courts to 
the state Department of Wel­ 
fare's Bureau of Judicial Crimi 
nal Statistics. 
The records of Clerk of Courts 
Kenneth W. Johns show 303 de­ 
fendants before the Adams County 
court during its four 1958 terms. 
That number is 43 more than the 
260 defendants before the court 
in the 1957 terms, an increase 
of 164 per cent. 
In turn 1957 had the largest 
number of defendants before the 
court up to that time. 
Mort Sent To Prison 
1958 was also marked by the 
largest 
number 
of 
defendants 
sent to prison — either the peni­ 
tentiary. 
workhouse 
or county 
jail. A total of 131 went to prison. 
The highest prior number in any 
one year was 97 in 1957 The 
number sent to prison was an 
increase of 35 per cent over the 
prior year. 
Statistics on the number of de 
fondants before the court during 
the four terms each year go back 
to 1949. They show 217 before 
the court in that year. T91 in 
1950. 185 in 1951, 176 in 1952 , 233 
in 1953, 234 in 1954, 252 in 1955, 
258 in 1956. 260 in 1967 and the 
103 this year. 
The number of defendants does 
not mean that many persons guilty 
of crimes were before the court.

COMMUNISM 
DANCER TOLD 
BY FBI AIDE 


"Communism is the most seri­ 
ous and greatest danger to our 
country,” C. D. DeLoach. FBI in­ 
spector and American Legion vice 
commander, told 65 Exchange 
Club members from Pennsylvania 
District Seven at a joint meet­ 
ing Tuesday evening in the VFW 
dining room, E. Middle St. 
"With communism existing in 
75 countries and controlling 900 
million square miles, we can see 
that this aggressive empire is a 
threat to all free nations. The 
FBI needs the help of all civic 
organizations composed of 
pa­ 
triotic minded citizens.” 
DeLoach elated incidents of an 
espionage case that began 
in 
1947 when a U.S. citizen of foreign 
heritage left the country only to 
return IO years later as a com­ 
munist agent. He added. "There 
are many espionage attacks on 
the United States daily. 
"This is the time of the atom." 
DeLcach said, 
"when we can 
leave New York by jet plane and 
arrive in Paris in seven hours. 
This is the time of communism 
— and it is also the time when 
we should teach our children of 
our great heritages. When per­ 
sons fail to realize the impor­ 
tance of our civic organizations, 
they are a weak link in our sys­ 
tem. 
Not Insurmountable 
"Three great elements facing 
us. communism, crime, and ju­ 
venile delinquency, can be over­ 
come, but we have to be led by 
the great civic organizations in 
our country.”

MILITARY YEN

Science Writer 
ST. LOUIS (A P )—A virus that 
apparently has a yen for military 
service has created a major mys­ 
tery for the medicoes. 
It’s one of the so-called "adeno­ 
viruses” — a crew of germs that 
can 
cause 
cold • like 
illnesses, 
sometimes pretty severe ones. 
The viruses first were discov­ 
ered several years ago. Since then 
23 separate types have been found 
in human*, including some that 
cause conjunctivitis, an eye infec­ 
tion. 


Real Oddball 


One of them — called "type 4" 
— is a real oddball, the American 
Public 
Health 
Assn. 
was 
told 
Tuesday by Dr. Harold S. Gins­ 
berg of Western Reserve Univer­ 
sity Medical School. 


The severe, cold-like infections 
that it produces are confined al­ 
most exclusively "to m ilitarily 
clothed adult*” — and mainly to 
recruits — Ginsberg related. 


The reason for this, he said, 
"remains a major epidemiological 
mystery.” 


Type Poor Rival 


Type 4 has somewhat of a rival 
in Type 7 as a military peat, but 
the latter is not to exclusively a 
camp follower. 
Ginsberg said that whila each 
of the 23 adenoviruses are known 
or believed to affect civilians at 
times, only two of them — Types 
3 and 8 — are of epidemic signif­ 
icance among civilian. And these 
are largely limited to children.

Pasternak and his “Doctor Zhi­ 
vago." a best-seller in the West 
that has never been published in 
the Soviet Union, have been the 
targets of a bitter Soviet press 
attack since the Swedish Academy 
of Letters awarded him the $41,- 
420 Nobel prize for literature last 
Thursday.

They 
found fragments of bone in the 
wreckage and a metal luggage tag 
inscribed “Hood Care Capitol The­ 
ater,” the property of the Ameri­ 
can passenger.

The Southern Cloud was one of 
three Fokkers operated by the 
Australian National Airways.

VATICAN CITY (AP) - "The 
quiet after the tempest." 
Thus priests of the archdiocese 
of Venice described Angelo Giu 
seppe Cardinal Roncalli when he 
became patriarch of the canal city 
at the head of the Adriatic. 
The portly new pontiff of the 
Roman Catholic Church — hence 
forth to be known as Pope John 
XXIII—is a jovial man, a student 
of history, and a vigorous defend 
er of public morals. At 76 he be 
gins his reign later in life than 
any pope in 228 years. But his 
associates say he has a quick 
mind, a quick smile, good health 
and a determined character. 
"I was bora of poor parents, 
he told his new flock on his arri­ 
val in Venice in 1953. "Providence 
took me from my native hamlet 
and led me to travel the roads of 
the world, from east to west, put­ 
ting me in contect with most seri­ 
ous social and political problems 
(but) don’t look at your patri 
arch as a politician or diplomat 
—look at him as the servant of 
God.” 
"Tireless Werker" 
He often invited his priests to 
dine at his table. He walked the 
city's twisted streets and rode the 
gondolas through its canals, win­ 
ning the reputation of a tireless 
worker. 
« 
But his tolerance and good hu­ 
m or did not extend to certain 
facets of life in the pleasure-loving 
city. 
He closed Venice’s churches to 
tourists in shorts, saying, "Italy 
not on the Equator, and even 
there, by the way, lions wear their 
coats and crocodiles are lined with 
their most precious hides." 
He told the 1957 Venice Film 
Festival the movie industry must

Few of the new Pope’s political 
views are on thd public record. 
He has spoken against extreme 
left-wing socialism and like Pius 
XII can be expected to work un­ 
ceasingly for peace. His motto as 
a cardinal was "Obedience and 
peace.” But little or nothing is 
known about his views on the cold 
war, the space age, atomic bombs, 
modern science and o tter such 
subjects on which his predecessor 
in the Vatican often spoke. 
The new Pope was born Nov. 23, 
1881, in the Bergamo province vil­ 
lage of Sotto ii Monte, at the foot 
of the north Italian Alps 30 miles 
northeast of Milan. He was one of 
IO children of Giovanni (John) 
Battista Roncalli, a poor fanner, 
and Maria Anna Mazzola.
